In d u stry Ap p reciatio n 


Sometimes in this highly competitiv e city * 


by -city cam paign to attract new indu stries, 


civ ic leaders, and the general pu blic as well, 


lose sight of what already is on the home 


scene. 


Salem is ty pical. The commu nity has a 
generou s sprinkling of div ersified indu stries, 
some large and others small. These plants 
which prov ide employ ment to hu ndreds of 
workers and m anu factu re goods at a profit 
so that they can ex ist, are the backbone of 
ou r city . 
It’s not that new indu stries aren’t wanted 
or needed. They are. New factories can be 
the means of greater city growth and other 


accomplishments, bu t we need to take stock 
occasionally of ou r possessions and share a 
deeper sense of appreciation for the indu s­ 
tries Salem already has. 
A y ear-end su rv ey of local factories, pu b­ 
lished in y esterday ’s News, listed encou rag­ 
ing reports from su ch factories as the Amer­ 
ican-Standard Corporation, the Eijer Div ision 
of the Mu rray Corporation, E. W. Bliss Com­ 
pany , the Deming Company . Electric Fu rn­ 
ace and the Hu nt Valv e Co. There were 
others. 
Salem is fortu nate, indeed, that these m a­ 
jor concerns hav e their operations here. 
Indu stry appreciation seems to be a big 
item that too often we ov erlook. 


T u rn in g On e Ch eek At a T ime 


Remem bering what happened in the presi­ 
dential campaign of 195 6 when Adlai Stev en­ 
son dropped an H-bomb into presidential 
politics, we can be su re that sometime in 
1960 there will be agitation of the sam e 
issu e. 
The White Hou se decision to continu e the 
ban on nu clear testing that ex pires in 195 9 
into 1960 on a day -to-day basis practically 
insu res that an issu e will be made of this 
delicate qu estion. 
The most delicate thing abou t the issu e is 
the fact so many Americans are able to 
persu ade them selv es that 
nu clear 
testing 
cou ld be banned by u nilateral action. This 
amou nts to say ing to their gov ernment that 
it shou ld do something in the name of faith 
that no gov ernm ent cou ld afford to do in the 
nam e of secu rity . 
These tru sting citizens ev en can tu rn their 
m ental tables against the United States while 
holding fast to blind faith in the Sov iet Union 
when challenged to rationalize their position. 
They hav e conv inced themselv es that nu ­ 
clear testing is an absolu te wrong, to be 
ju dged as su ch withou t regard to what the 
Sov iet Union might choose to do that might 
m ake resu mption of nu clear testing an ab- 
aolu te necessity . 
They refu se to think of the possibility the 
Sov iet Union m ight not be the only place 
where nu clear testing wou ld be carried on; 
that its ally Red China might become inter­ 
ested in it, too, withou t being su bject to any 


agreem ents or controls. 
They think of the problem as something 
that can be dealt with by the sam e kind of 
arbitrary decisions they are fond of making 
abou t ev ery thing that 
comes 
within their 
pu rv iew. Hav ing conv inced them selv es that 
nu clear testing is harmfu l to hu man beings, 
they are in fav or of eliminating it as if it 
were a su spected cranberry or a m ortal sin. 
Two facts rem ain, nev ertheless, and the 
White Hou se m u st consider both of them. 
The first is that the United States was the 
first to propose international control of nu ­ 
clear fission based on international inspec­ 
tion and nev er fou nd any fav or for its plan in 
the Kremlin. 
The second is that nu clear test bans are 
not im perativ e, in the sense that all compe­ 
tent opinion say s so. All things considered, it 
wou ld be better if the possibility of danger 
from nu clear testing cou ld be eliminated en­ 
tirely . Bu t—all things considered—the danger 
cannot be eliminated 
entirely 
u nless 
the 
United States can get an agreem ent with 
other gov ernments that wou ld be enforce­ 
able and fool-proof. 
It is only an agreeable illu sion that the 
world can be made ov er by u nilateral resolu ­ 
tion. The United States has tried that a few 
times by setting good ex am ples with dis­ 
arm am ent projects that left it v irtu ally de­ 
fenseless while realistic gov ernm ents were 
piling u p arm am ents in efforts to conqu er 
the world. 


Scien ce Is No t Everyth in g 


Wallace R. Brode’s farewell address as re­ 


tiring president of the American Association 


for the Adv ancement of Science offers a glim­ 
m er of hope that this nation may soon fight 
its way ou t of the confu sion that has ham p­ 
ered its official scientific policy . 


He told his colleagu es that m ajor political 
decisions are necessary to keep science proj­ 
ects in proper perspectiv e with U.S. econom­ 
ic, political, edu cational and social needs. 
This is a rev ersal of the cu stom ary v iew 
of the scientist, who is so pie-occu pied with

Administration officials charged with keep­ 
ing the United States economically sou nd, ed­ 
u cationally in step and socially healthy are 
aw are of the hazards in 
scientific 
crash 
program s. 


Bu t they are su bjected to so m any politi­ 
cal pressu res—domestic and international— 
that only the strongest su rv iv e the inclina­ 
tion to su ppress their better ju dgm ent and 
face, instead, the castigation that wou ld fol­ 
low su ggestions for keeping scientific work 
in line. Too few of them are that strong. 
The weaker ones take the easiest way ou t 
—they pass the bu ck. They want somebody 
else to take responsibility for making de­ 
cisions they know shou ld be made. 
Mr. Brode’s su ggested solu tion is not new, 
bu t it is still tim ely : the creation of a cabinet 
lev el departm ent of science to accept the 
responsibility of formu lating scientific policy 
and simu ltaneou sly to share responsibility 
with the rest of the adm inistration for keep­ 
ing scientific policy intelligently realted to 
economics, 
edu cation, 
health 
and 
social 
welfare. 
The United States has had the ex perience 
of pou ring billions into science program s 
withou t seem ing to m ake headway . One rea­ 
son is that too many scientists are u nable to 
see any other road bu t the one they trav el 
and too many politicians are willing to ig­ 
nore all other roads for the sake of gathering 
more v otes. 
The need is for appointed ex perts who do 
not w ear blinders bu t hav e the broad v ision 
to draw coordinated policy and the integrity 
and stam ina to insist on pu rsu ing it. 
The pu blic awareness display ed by Mr. 
Erode will help to accomplish that.

Try ing to get Eu ropean mem­ 
bers of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to pay a larger share 
of common defense costs is abou t 
as easy as u ntangling a barrel of 
electric eels. 
This was the principal new bu s­ 
iness before the NATO Cou ncil of 
Ministers 
December meeting 
in 
Paris. 
U.S. Secretary of state Christian 
A. H erter Jr. presented Ameri­ 
can plans for solv ing this prob­ 
lem. Bu t it will take months and 
probably y ears to shift more of the 
costs of Eu rope’s m ilitary pre­ 
paredness back to Eu rope.

NATO

alliance. Eu rope wants it to co­ 
operate in the fields of politics, 
economics, 
scientific 
research, 
air traffic control, civ il emergency 
planning and cu ltu ral dev elopment. 
In these fields, Eu ropean cou n­ 
tries not in NATO hav e a role. 
This raises the probability that 
NATO is not the right organiza­ 
tion to handle or plan for a more 
u nified Eu rope. 


THE SAME THING applies to 
the problem of greater Eu ropean 
sharing in the costs of aid to 
u nderdev eloped cou ntries. Sev eral 
NATO m em bers still hav e their 
form er colonies to su pport and so 
feel that they cannot take on more 
aid to other u nderdev eloped cou n­ 
tries. 
Bu t cou ntries like Sweden and 
Switzerland, not in NATO, cou ld 
contribu te. And as the Germans 
hav e pointed ou t, there mu st be 
centralized direction of aid pro­ 
gram s. 
Otherwise they will be­ 
come competitiv e and hopelessly 
confu sed. 
It is not felt that the United 
Nations is the organization to do 
this regional co-ordination. There 
is a natu ral relu ctance to form 
still more international agencies.

Ou tcome of the steel wage dis­

Mu eller, Labor Mitchell and Post­ 
m aster General Su mmerfield u nder 
the chairmanship of Vice Presi­ 
dent Nix on. 
At its inception a 


y ear ago it was hailed as a stu dj 
grou p to head off inflation. Bu t 
thi3 goal is now minimized. 
Last Au gu st it annou nced that 
a series of fiv e statem ents wou ld 
be issu ed to spell ou t the facts of 
economic life for the American 
people. Only three hav e come ou t. 
Work on the other two has been 
going on for months. Bu t there is 
no prospect any thing more will be 
issu ed for another month at least. 


SOME OF THE m aterial drafted 
for these papers has been u sed 
in speeches by Dean W. Allen 
Wallis of Univ ersity of Chicago. 
He is listed as v ice-chairman *f 
the Nix on committee, bu t also as 
a special assistant to the President. 
His recent speeches hav e dealt 
with 
"Economic 
Growth” 
and 
"W ages, Produ ctiv ity and Prices.” 
His v iew is that the av erage lev el 
of prices can be stable only if 
the av erage lev el of earnings is 
reasonably in line with produ ctiv ity . 
Wallis say s it does not follow 
that the lev els of prices, wages 
and produ ctiv ity in any one in­ 
du stry —the steel indu stry , for ex ­ 
ample—mu st bear the same re­ 
lationship to the av erag of all 
price, wage and produ ctiv ity lev ­ 
els. Wide v ariations are natu ral, 
and only ov er-all av erages cou nt. 
This Cabinet committee has a 
close relationship to the Cou ncil 
of Economic Adv isers which pre­ 
pares the President’s annu al eco­ 
nomic report to Congress. Cou ncil 
Chairman Ray mond J. Sau lnier is 
also a member of the Cabinet 
committee. 


SOME 
OF 
THE 
paper 
work 
being done for the Cabinet commit­ 
tee, instead of being issu ed dir- 
'ectly , is obv iou sly being u sed to 
prepare the new economic policy 
statem ents. 
Nobody knows when they ’re going 
to be issu ed. 
They may come 
ou t as a series of reports, or 
they may come ou t in one com­ 
prehensiv e 
wrap-u p. 
They 
may 
be circu lated only on a restricted 
basis

or they may be inclu ded in the 
cou ncil’s Janu ary report.

sociologist 
and 
mem ber 
of the American Rocket Society . 
Stu dy ing the necessity of lov ing 
thy neighbor while in orbit has 
become one of his specialties. 
He ex plains that many scien­ 
tists 
hav e 
ov erlooked 
the 
im ­ 
portance of sociology —that's the 
stu dy 
of 
how poeple 
react 
to 
other people—in plans for space 
trav el. Bu t within this field, he 
say s, lie some of the space age’s 
most complicated headaches. 
These 
problems 
won't 
bother 
the 
Project 
Mercu ry 
astronau ts 
since each one will be spinning 
arou nd the earth by himself. It’s 
when two or more hu mans leav e 
the 
atmosphere 
together 
for 
a 
long time that 
Dr. 
Nehnev ajsa 
foresees trou ble. He ex plains: 
"They will hav e to adju st not 
only to the conditions of space 
bu t to each other. 


"LITTLE THINGS like a per­ 
son’s characteristic mov ements—

I’ll nev er 
get to work the radio again. Sooner 
or later they ’ll fire me back to 
earth.” 
Thu s, he might get the jitters 
and flu b his job. And goofing u p 
in ou ter space cou ld hav e dis­ 
astrou s resu lts for ev erbody .

boss?” 
Dr.Nehne- 
v ajsa 
ex palins 
that 
scientists 
are u su ally a pretty independent 
grou p. They feel they can’t do 
good work when u nder rigid au th­ 
ority . Yet, su rv iv al on a space 
station will call for some sort of 
gov ernment. 
Dr. Nehnev aja believ es finding 
a man who can giv e orders and 
still preserv e togetherness poses 
qu ite a problem. 
Sociologists 
and 
psy chologists 
hav e started dev ising tests to u se 
in picking the right men for space 
station du ty . The tests m easu re 
how mu ch sy mpahy y ou hav e for 
v ou r fellow man.
